DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of group 1 ( implantable infusion pump) and species 1 in 
Paper No. 5 and 7 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 4,12-14 and 20-22 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group or species, there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in 
Paper No. 5 & 7. 

The Examiner is in agreement with applicant that claims 1 and 19 are currently 
generic. 

An action on the merits now follows. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The data receiving circuit' functional limitations are not 
supported for in the specification. It is unclear what parameters are used by the control 
circuit to control the operation of the driver. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-11,15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. It fails to teach what control parameters are 
used by the control circuit to control the operation of the driver. Applicant is requested to 
point out the specifics in the disclosure if fully supported in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1, 3,5-7,15,19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Reinicke ( U.S. Patent No. 4,482,346). 

Reinicke discloses an implantable microminiature infusion pump comprising a reservoir 
12, a driver/ pump, an exit portal 16, a control circuit and data receiving circuit 22. The 



States. 
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reservoir has a septum 34, the device includes at least one regulator 18, and a power 
source 24. The pump being a diaphragmatic type pump. 

Claims 1,3,5-9,11,18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Harsptead et al. ( U.S. Patent No. 5,697,951). 

Harsptead et al. disclose an implantable infusion pump with a reservoir 84, a 
driver, an exit port 70, 170, electrodes 150-153, control circuit and data receiving 
circuit/ antenna 90, septum 70. See cols. 2-4. Figures 1-7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in whichlhe invention was made. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reinicke (U.S. Patent No. 4482346). 

Reinicke teaches all the limitations of the claims except the different types of 
pumps. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the pumps with different claimed pumps as a mere 
substitution of parts performing the same function. The patentability of the applicant's 
claimed invention does not appear to be in the type of pump that is used. All the types 
of pumps applicant has claimed are well known in the art of pumps.
